I am writing on behalf of my client, Saiis Glover, to contest your agency’s designation of Saiis 
Glover as a suspected gang member, associate, or affiliate and to request that you remove Saiis’s 
name and any information about Saiis collected by your agency from all shared law enforcement 
databases. This request includes, but is not limited to, the CalGang database, the National Crime 
Information Center (NCIC) Gang File, the National Gang Intelligence Center (NGIC) database, 
and any regional shared gang databases in which your agency participates. Attached you will 
find written documentation supporting Saiis’s contest to this designation. Your agency has 30 
days from the submission of this request to appeal with written verification of your agency’s 
decision. 

Saiis Glover is Not a Gang Member, Associate or Affiliate 

As described in Saiis’s attached declaration, Saiis is not a gang member, associate or 
affiliate despite what the LAPD claims in their Notification of Inclusion dated August 17 th , 2018. 

Strong indicators that a person is not actively involved with gangs are healthy 
attachments, a stable home, and a structured schedule that leaves little time for gang 
involvement. Saiis is an eighteen-year-old boy who lives with his mother and older brother. Saiis 
is one of several children, all of whom graduated college and live on their own. Saiis’s mother 
owns their family home and owns a successful business. Saiis goes to school at Opportunities for 
Learning in Hawthorne twice a week. The other days he completes his independent studies at his 
home. Saiis’s teacher reports that he has perfect attendance at school, that he earns A’s and B’s. 
Saiis is set to receive his diploma in the near future after which Saiis plans to attend community 
college and get a job.

According to your agency’s letter, attached here, Saiis had one documented contact with 
law enforcement on July 27 h , 2018. Your agency listed three bases for Saiis’s designation as a 
suspected gang member, associate, or affiliate. These bases are in direct conflict with Saiis’s 
declaration and evidence related to Saiis’s daily livelihood. Saiis’s lives in a residential 
neighborhood where gang activity is not prevalent, and the people that Saiis associates with are 
not gang members. 


Removing Non-Gang Members Like Saiis Glover From Shared Gang Databases 
Will Improve Public Safety 

Saiis Glover is a pro bono client of The Center for Juvenile Law and Policy (CJLP) at 
Loyola Law School. CJLP’s mission is to provide exemplary legal advocacy to indigent children 
and to transform the juvenile justice system to address normal adolescent behaviors in trauma- 
informed and holistic ways. The widespread errors associated with these gang databases cause 
communities to lose trust in agencies like yours. 1 Gang databases make communities less safe 
because they lead to the isolation of young people from communities of support like family 
members and friends. Saiis is a normal teenage boy who, like his parents and older siblings, will 
grow up to be a productive member of his community. Saiis’s future success will be hindered by 
this incorrect gang designation. It would be to your agency’s benefit to have accurate 
information in your databases to ensure positive communication between officers and 
community members. For this reason, we request you to remove Saiis from all shared gang 
databases.
